WAGES AND PRICES 


advantages all its own. The pessimist 
does not' agree with thjp statement. 
He complains that it is too cold, dis¬ 
agreeable and unhealthy; that it pro¬ 
duces heavy coa\ and clothing bills,‘the 
prevalence of serious illnesses, and the 
interruption of traffic and general bus¬ 
iness. 

Canada is a country not of one, but 
of many climates, with roses bloom¬ 
ing at Christmas time on Vancouver 
Island, while Winnipeg, Montreal and 
Quebec are getting ready for their an¬ 
nual curling bonspiels. As a matter 
of fact, the climate of Canada consti¬ 
tutes one of its greatest advantages. 
Anyone who will take the trouble to 
glance at a map of the world will ob¬ 
serve that Canada lies in the same 
latitude as the virile white races of 
Europe, and there can be no question 
that the climate of the northern lati¬ 
tude is more favorable to the develop¬ 
ment of healthy races than are the 
more southern climates. Vital stat¬ 
istics bear tjiis out. Nowhere in the 
world will a healthier class of child¬ 
ren be found than in Canada, and the 


A writer in a London, England pa¬ 
per last summer gave a description 
of the rise in wages in England for a 
period over 700 years. The facts and 
figures were derived from original 
records in the history of the building 
trade in London. What the figures 
show is "that when wages have once 
risen they never /all, or if there be 
a fall it is but temporary. 

In the year 1260, according to the 
figures given, the pay of the laborer 
in the building trades was three and 
a half cents a day. By the year 130^ 
it had risen to five cents a day, aim 
by 1550 to ten cents. By the year 
1800 it had risen to 80 cents, and in 
1914, when the war broke out it was 
$1.60. Last year is was $6. The 
writer’s conclusion is that it is false 
optimism to look for a return of old 
conditions, and that only by stabiliz¬ 
ing wages is it possible to fix the 
price of commodities. 

This is one aspect of the problem 
but there are others.

bushels by Ottawa authorities. This 
makes an average yield of 20% bush¬ 
els per acre. 

Tho total oat yield for Alberta last 
year was 115,091,000 bushels as com¬ 
pared with a previous best of 102,- 
199,000 in 1916, and a five year aver¬ 
age of 79,682,320. 

The total barley yield for Alberta 
in 1920 was 12,739,000 bushels a* com¬ 
pared with previous best of 10,662,- 
Oijtf in HU9, and a five year average 

3^,660,040. 

Rye showed an immense develop¬ 
ment in 1920, the total yield being 3,- 
420,000 as compared with a previous 
best of 1,173 000 in 1919 and a five 
year average of 689,345. 

The averages in Alberta are much 
the highest in Western Canada, an 
average wheat yield of 11.25 bushels 
heirlg reported from Saskatchewan 
and 13.90 from Manitoba, as compared 
with our 20.5. The Alberta average 
for oats was 37.26, as compared with 
"27.70 in Saskatchewan and 30.75 in 
Manitoba. The barley averages were 
26.50, 20.25 and 21 for Alberta, Sask¬ 
atchewan and Manitoba respectively. 
The rye averages for the three prov¬ 
inces were 21,26, 14.70, and 16.50. 

This very much better showing in 
Alberta as compared with its neigh¬ 
bors to the east is reflected in the es¬ 
timate which the federal department 
gives of th6 totaT value of the field 
crops in the various provinces. De¬
